1839. Two years later (1841) it was 
incorporated and became Queen's 
University with Rev. Thomas Lid- 
del! as its first principal. 

Queen's prides itself as entitled 
to enrolment among the “First 
Things in Canada”. It was the first 
university in Ontario, t'e first to 
open a women’s medical college, 
and the first to confer a degree 
upon a girl in Ontario. 

The evening of June 1, 1872, was 
an historic one in the House of 
Commons, A bill to authorize the 
government to subsidize a company 
to construct a railway to British 
Columbia which had been in to- 
ducee by Sir George E. Cartier, 
April 26, and strongly opposed by 
the Liberals, was given its third 
reading. When it was passed, Car- 
tier rose to his feet and shouted: 
“All aboard for the West.” where- 
upon the members broke inte 
cheers and the first step in our 
national unity wes taken 

Cartier died 13 months later. He 
was a sick man, and knew it, and 
considered the C.P. bill the finale 
of his life's work. When he re- 
turned to his office after ths bill 
had became law he took from a 
drawer in his desk a set of the laws 
which he had succeeded in having 
passed, added the Canadian Pacific 
measure and sent the whole to be 
bound in one volume. He was right. 
Parliament was prorogued 13 days 
later, was dissolved July 8, and 
Aug. 20 Cartier met his political 
waterloo, being defeated by young 
L. A. Jette in Montreal East. He 
was found a seat in Provencher, 
Man.. but passed no more legislae 
and died in May, 1873, bee 
clouded by his share in the corrupt 
deals with Sir Hugh Allen, which 
brought about the downfall of the 
Macdonald ministry.

Senator McMeans objected to the 
bill; in publishing the list of stock- 
holders it would make newspaper 
stocks the only security in the 
world so treated. The bill was given 
second reading and went to com- 
mittee. 

In addition to publication of own- 
ers the bill would deny admission 
to mails for failure to so publish. 
All editorials or other reading matter 
paid for would be marked “adver- 
tisements,’ with a $50 to $500 fine 
@s penalty. 

The bill was thrown out several 
times in the commons but passed 
this session. It has been a hardy 
perennial with Mr. Church, but has 
never passed both houses. Not much 
hope is held for its passage in the 
senate.
